Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claim 16 and its dependent claims have been amended to require that 
composition to comprise ZDDP in an amount of 0.4% by weight. As discussed in 
paragraph 3 of the office action mailed 5/27/10, Fetterman discloses a minimum ZDDP 
concentration of 0.8% by weight. One of ordinary skill in the art would not have had a 
reason to reduce the ZDDP content of the composition as Fetterman teaches that it is a 
required component. Ritchie, as discussed in previous office actions, was disqualified 
as prior art in light of the declaration of Hall filed 2/17/10.
